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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 recites " a shuttle elevator shaft" and claims 10 and 12 recite "the plurality of 
shuttle elevator shafts". The "plurality of shuttle elevator shafts" lacks a positive 
antecedent basis; further the recitation makes the meaning of claim 10 and 12 very 
unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by James 
(1943119). 

James discloses an elevator system having a building lobby (street level) and a 

plurality of sky lobbies F5, F9, F15, etc located above the building lobby F1 . Each 

sky lobby is separated by at. least one floor. The elevator system comprising: 
1. a shuttle elevator 12 located for movement within a shuttle elevator shaft for 

connecting the plurality of sky lobbies 
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2. a first plurality of local elevator shafts connecting a first set of sky lobbies 
wherein each of the plurality of first shafts contain an elevator 3 for providing 
service to floors F1-F5 located between the first set 

3. a second plurality of shafts connecting a second set of sky lobbies wherein 
each of the second of the local elevator shafts contains an elevator 4 for 
providing service to floors, F5-F9 located between the second set 

4. each of the elevator shafts of the first plurality of shafts is located along a first 
vertical plane and the second plurality of local elevators shafts located along a 
second vertical plane; see figure 1 

5. the first vertical plane is located adjacent the shuttle elevator shaft; see figure 1 

6. the second plurality of shafts are located along a second vertical plane

abeyance until claim 12 is rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
